48 (currently amended). A device for delivering fluid to a patient, comprising: 

a housing defining a reservoir; 

a dispenser contained within the housing and operatively coupled to the reservoir 
for transferring fluid out of the reservoir; 

an inlet valve accessible from an exterior of the housing and connected to the 

reservoir; 

a subcutaneous infusion cannula extending from the housing, in fluid 
communication with the reservoir and including a distal tip; and 

a skin penetrating member movably positioned within the infusion cannula 
between a retracted position wherein a sharpened tip of the penetrating member is contained 
within the device and an extended position wherein the sharpened tip of the penetrating member 
extends from the distal tip of the cannula; 

wherein the skin penetrating member is contained entirely within the housing 
when the skin penetrating member is in the retracted position, and the infusion cannula is more 
flexible than the penetrating member . 

49 (original). A device according to Claim 48, further comprising an adhesive layer on an outer 
surface of the housing adjacent the infusion cannula. 

50 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the subcutaneous infusion cannula is 
flexible.

52 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the inlet valve includes a needle septum. 

53 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the inlet valve includes a Luer 
connector. 

54 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the inlet valve includes a one-way 
valve. 

55 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein an outer dimension of the skin 
penetrating member is greater than an inner dimension of the subcutaneous infusion cannula. 

56 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the penetrating member is a needle. 

57 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the penetrating member is hollow.

59 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the penetrating member is flexible. 

60 (original). A device according to Claim 48, wherein the penetrating member is straight.
